Lakehurst, N. J., Oct. 15.—Completing her 80-hour journey 
from Germany, the Zeppelin ZR-3 arrived at Lakehurst naval air 
station at 9:30 a. rn. 
It came on slowly, out of the brilliant sunshine and cloudless 
blue over the eastern horizon and began to descend. 
The air­ 
drome here was in readiness to receive the dirigible. 
As she came down the ZR-3's wireless crackled out a triumphant mes­ 
sage: "Arrived Lakehurst 9:80 a. in." 
Less than four days ago the Zeppelin had east off Its landing ropes at 
the mother nest of its brood In Friedrichshafen. Germany.

This marked the actual la nd­ 
ing of the ZR-3, according to the 
u n d ersta n d in g 
in

O ther members of the ground crew- 
c a u g h t other ropes and the*Zeppelins 
motors were stilled. 
The laborious 
process of b rin g in g 
the 
dirigible 
down and Into her h a n g a r began. 
Cheers Greet Airship 
Meanwhile the airship 
and 
her 
crew were greeted by constant cheers 
from crowds held back 
by 
ropes 
stretched across th e landing 
field. 
Officer** and men of the air station 
waved to those aboard 
th e 
ZR-3 
whose arm s and heads were thrust 
from the windows of the gondolas. 
The propellers still wiiirred, almost 
nosielessly, in the bright sunshine as 
th e ZR-3 hovered practically motion­ 
less. 
Dr. Eckener, the man w-ho 
had 
b ro u g h t her safely across the A tla n ­ 
tic and d em onstrated her power by 
repeated cruises over M a n h a tt an and 
New York harbor, leaned from the 
window of th e forward car with a 
megaphone to assist in the landing 
operations. 
American officers took charge of 
operations, however, once the la nd­ 
ing ropes were In th e hands of the 
ground crew. 
Flies Over New York Harbor 
T he ZR-3 flew low over New York 
h a rb o r when it neared the finish of 
h e r epoch-making flight. 
She was greeted 
by 
shrieking 
whistles from harb o r craft as she 
flew over th e S tatue of Liberty and 
headed up the Hudson river 
over 
New York City. 
The giant Zeppelin 
was a brilliant silver phantom in 
th e cloudless sky, th en a reality as 
she passed overhead above th e city 
th ro n g s who craned their necks and 
cheered her arrival. 
At 8 a. rn. the gia n t dirigible was 
cruising over New- York, d e m o n s tra t­ 
in g t h a t even at th e finish of her 
epoch-m akin g Journey she had plen­ 
ty of reserve power. 
Boston Gains View of Her 
T he ZR-3 first crossed over Ameri­ 
can soil at 4:2 0 a. rn. when her com­ 
mander, who b ro u g h t 
her 
safely 
th ro u g h winds and perils of th e A t­ 
lantic, steered the Zeppelin over Bos­ 
ton. 
G erm a n y ’s pride in the Zeppelin 
w as reflected in Dr. Eckener's m a n ­ 
euvers of th e latest and greatest of 
th e F riedrichshafen brood. 
He sent big cra ft low above New 


York's millions to demonstrate 
air worthiness. 


GERMAN PRIDE 
IN ACHIEVEMENT 


Berlin, Oct. 15. 
German pride of 


achievement reached a post-war zen- 


ith when word was flashed by the 
United Press from New York t h a t th** 
ZR-3 had reached th e United States. 
Crowds which had stood for hours 
In front of newspaper offices reading 
bulletins on the passing of th e g rea t 
dirigible broke Into a mighty “ h o c h ” 
when word came through here th a t 
the Zeppelin was over American soil 
after the most successful flight ever 
made by a dirigible. 
“ Germany is redeemed,” said the 
Vorwaerts. 
“ The faith of our fore 
fathers In the unconquerable G e rm e n 
soil again Is justified.*’ 


LARGEST AIRSHIP 
IN THE WORLD 


Lakehurst, N. J., Ort. 15.— W h e n 
the ZR-3 was delivered here today 
the United States came into posses­ 
sion of the largest airship in the 
world and owns, w ith the S h e n a n ­ 
doah, two of the finest dirigibles ever 
built. 
Although the Shenandoah is the 
longer craft, th e ZR-3 is larger In 
nearly every o th e r particular.

The American portion of the German loan was over-sub­ 
scribed in a few minutes after being placed before investors. 
America has aided in restoring hopeful economic conditions in 
Europe. 
Markets of Europe, anxious for our grain, have caused the 
prices to gain new heights in America, redounding to the benefit 
of the American farmer. 
Whether more business and less poli­ 
tics is instilled in our governmental affairs, depends on the senti­ 
ment of the American people as expressed in our coming elec­ 
tion. 
If any citizen votes for experiments at this time he is 
foolish, for experiments usually cost money and in public affairs 
the taxpayer always foots the bill. 


FORD W IT H D R A W S MUSCLE SH OALS HIH 


HENRY Ford has withdrawn his offer for Muscle Shoals, and 
no wonder. 
The government has been considering it three years 
and reached no decision. 
W hether Ford made the best offer to the government may be 
a debatable question, says the St. Cloud Daily Journal-Press, but 
at least he would have gone ahead and produced. 
The govern­ 
ment has expended millions in the partial development of the 
Shoals power, and it will require many millions to complete it. 
W hen that is done, there is little prospect of its being a paying 
venture, 
h he original intention, we believe, was to use this 
power in producing nitrates for war preparation, but Ford says 
the process is too expensive to produce nitrates for the farm ers.

DISEASE OF CHICKS 


Tile method of spread or transmla- 
■Ion of white diarrhea la well known. 
That method la this: Chicks that sur­ 
vive the white diarrhea, contain the 
organisms in their bodies and a cer­ 
tain percentage of the eggs laid by 
that h e n / hen grown ore infected be­ 
fore hatching. 
The chicks conic out 
of the shell with the discase and Im­ 
mediately show 
symptoms of while 
diarrhea 
and 
this 
spreads 
through 
their first four days of life to all the 
other chicks In the flock. 
During the 
first four days of life, lf one chick 
comes out of the hatch Infected, others 
of that particular batch will become 
Infected. 
Prevention 
consists 
In 
hatching 
chicks from eggs free from infection. 
If your chicks get the disease, treat­ 
ment Is practically useless. 
Attention 
would be better given to prevention 
than to treatm ent 
Kill all noticeably 
diseased. 
Remove all free fjoin ills 
ease awny from Infected premises. 
The only satisfactory method of de­ 
termining whether a hen Is Infected Is 
by means of blood test. 
D m w a small 
vial of blood from each ben that Is to 
be bred from. 
T he college Is testing 
blood free of charge at the/present 
time and will soon have a bulletin 
available explaining this method. 
The proper time to tost for white 
diarrhea is in the fail after culling. 
Test all hens yon propose to keep over 
for breeding purposes. 
One test may 
not eliminate all 
discase. 
Test 
at 
least every year, or every six months, 
until you know they are free. 
Do not 
add to your flock any bird you do not 
know to be free from this disease. 
All muy soon be forced to test as 
people ace going to stop buying Indis­ 
criminately from hatcheries or breed­ 
ers whose eggs come from unknown, 
untested stock. 
They will buy from 
the hatchery that tests the hens Mint 
lay the eggs. 
The blood test Is the 
only means nt all satisfactory for the 
elimination of white diarrhea, as it 
eliminates the hen that lays the eggs 
that are Infected.— Dr. H. ES. Newsom,

Convenient Nests Easy 
to Keep in Good Order 
Good nests arp easy to clean and 
easy to get at when collecting eggs. 
They are nn^t convenient to reach 
tfhen 
located 
under 
the 
dropping 
hoards or on the side walls. 
Unless 
tho dropping hoards are at least four 
feet from the floor, the nests should 
not he under them. 
There should be one nest for every 
four birds In the pen. 
A box 12 by 12 
inehes Is the most suitable size for the 
average bird. 
A 
I by 4 Inch piece 
placed about four inches In front of 
the nests will give the lien a place to 
stop from Into the nest. 
By hinging 
this strip It can be used to close the 
nests afpalnst pullets In the full and 
the broody hens In the spring. 
Tile New Jersey experiment station 
ranks nesting materials In tile follow­ 
ing order: 
hay, 
shavings, sawdust 
and straw. 
To make cleaning easy, 
.they suggest building nests in sections 
12 by 12 by IG Inches, with a strip In 
front of I by 4-inch material to bold 
In tile nest filler and a similar strip 
for the bock of the nests. 
This sets 
on a platform the width of the nests 
and as long as the row of nests Is to 
be. 
The nests are covered witlt a top 
of matched lumber which answers for 
the platform for the second tier of 
nests. 
When It Is desired to clean 
the nests, they are simply pulled off 
the platform and all the nest material 
falls to the floor. 
These nests ran be 
used either under tile dropping boards 
or on the side walls.

by Dipping in Solution 
Chicken lice can be easily destroyed 
by dipping the birds In a solution of 
sodium fluorid and water. Five ounces 
of sodium fluorid dissolved In a tub 
containing five gallons of water will 
be sufficient to treat IOO adult birds 
or twice that number of chickens ten 
to twelve w eeks old. 
Every bird on 
the place should be drenched In this 
solution to entirely eliminate poultry 
lice for the next few months. 
Select 
a warm day and dip the birds early 
in the forenoon. 


Meat in Growing Mash 


Do not feed over IO p er cent m eat 
In th e grow ing m ash, as a high pro­ 
te in ration will m atu re the pullet in­ 
stead of developing grow th. 
Thirty- 
five pounds of cornm eal. 25 pounds 
bran, 25 pounds middlings, IO pounds 
m eat scrap a n d 5 p e n d s bone meal is 
suggested. Milk m ay r e p i n e the meat, 
but do not leave out th e b e re m eal, 
p articu larly In th is case. 


Remedy for Scaly Leg 
Scaly leg Is a common sum m er dis­ 
ease among poultry. 
It is c u u s ‘d by 
a 
small p a rasite th at burrow s into 
the scales of th e bird's leg, causing 
them to pro trud e. 
One good way to 
c” re it is to fill an em pty fruit con 
w ith coal oil an d keep the legs of the 
bird Im m ersed in this for a few m in­ 
utes. 
If this Is done tw ice a week for 
a m onth it will usually kill tile p a ra ­ 
sites. but it *s well to supplem ent this 
treatm e n t by using lard as an olnt- 
18em for the legs.

T h e only satisfacto ry m ethod of de­ 
term ining w h eth er a lien is infected Is 
by m eans of blood test. 
D raw a small 
vial of blood from each hen th a t is to 
be bred from. 
T he college Is testing 
blood free of charge at th e ' present 
tim e and will soon have a bulletin 
available explaining this method. 
T he proper tim e to test for white 
d iarrh ea Is In the fall a fte r culling. 
T est all hens you propose to keep over 
for breeding purposes. 
One test may 
not elim inate all disease. 
T est at 
least every year, or every six months, 
until you know they are free. 
Do not 
add to your flock any bird you do not 
know to be free from this disease. 
All muy soon be forced to test as 
people are going to stop buying Indis­ 
crim inately from hatcheries or b reed­ 
ers whose eggs come from unknown, 
u ntested stock. 
T hey will buy from 
the h atchery th a t tests the hens that 
lay th e eggs. 
T h e blood test is the 
only m eans at all satisfactory for the 
elim ination of w hite diarrhea, as it 
elim inates the hen th a t lays the eggs

Convenient Nests Easy 
to Keep in Good Order 
Good nests a re easy to clean and 
easy to get e t w hen collecting eggs, 
T hey are most convenient to reach 
When 
located 
u nder 
the 
dropping 
b oards or on th e side walls. 
Unless 
th<‘ dropping boards are at least four 
feet from the floor, the nests should 
not be u n d e r them. 
T h e re should be one nest for every 
fou r birds In the pen. 
A box 12 by 12 
Inches is the most suitable size for the 
average bird.

placed about four inches in front of 
the nests will give th e hen a place to 
step from into th e nest.

by Dipping in Solution 
Chicken lice can be easily destroyed 
by dipping the birds in a solution of 
sodium fluorid and w ater. F ive ounces 
of sodium fluorid dissolved In a tub 
containing five gallons of w ater will 
be sufficient to treat IOO adult birds 
or tw ice th a t nu m ber of chickens ten 
to tw elve w eeks old. 
E very bird on 
th e place should be drenched in this 
solution to entirely elim inate poultry 
lice fo r the next few months. 
Select 
a w arm day and dip the birds early 
in the forenoon. 


Meat in Growing Mash 
Do not feed over IO per cent m eat 
in the grow ing m ash, as a high pro­ 
tein ration will m atu re the pullet in­ 
stead of developing growth. 
Thirty- 
five pounds 
m£ cornm eal, 2.3 pounds 
bran, 23 pounds middlings, IO pounds 
m eat scrap and 3 pc u rd s bone meal is 
suggested. Milk m ay r e p i n e th e meat, 
but do not leave out the b ere uieal, 
particularly in this case.

Ile appointed George Brower, a prominent Brook­ 
lyn attorney, to the vacant plac e and reappointed Muldoon. 
B o w e r was then 
named as the chairman by the commis ion, and Muldoon threatened to re 
sign, hut lie- was pursuaded to take iii.* rebuff In til*- right spirit and accept 
some of the discipline that he had been generous in handing out to his hi!* 
ordinates. 
To command respect from a c lass of constituents that is as hard to 
hnndle as any supervising body could possibly find, the commission had to 
Im* drastic or its purpose would have failed.
